EDMONTON: Make no mistake

I don't thiink that the differ- 
tnccs are insurmountable, that they 
arc anything which more under- 
standing and interchange of con- 
siructive Ideas cannot cure, but they 
ara definitely a serious problem in 
the dtvelopment of a strong coun* 

. try. 

We down East are prone to ignore 
the West because of the distance 
which lies between us. We have a 
large population and Iht West has 
a small population; the . West is 
madi up chUely of primary |iro> 
ducert and the East derives its 
wealth from manufacturing. 
Point of Disputa 

Tha chief point of dispute . be> 
twtcn Western Canada and Eastern 
Canada is that the Westerners claim 
that the East has lystematically 
lived off the West. Rightly or 
wrongly, they claim that our finan- 
eiers have managed to make money 
out of the West which was used to 
the advantage of the East 

One of the chief cries of such a 
city as Edmonton Is Its call for ca- 
pital to develop its own natural 
reaourccj, It Is claimed that Im- 
mense wealth — oil, minerals, coal, 
hydro-electric power is available, if 
the capital is forthcoming to devel- 
op induitriei. 

To some extent, the point of the 
the West is well-taken. She has the 
resources, snd she has been ex- 
ploited to some degree at least by 
the. East. For' example, to ship re- 
frigerated dairy produce east costs 
^.25 a hundred pounds, while to 
rhip exactly the same product back 
over the ume route. In a westerly 
direction, costs only PS cents, "nils 
gives the eastern producer; ;betUr. 
than a three to bne 'Wancc^against 
the westerner, as far as transpor- 
tation is concerned. 

There msy be some good reason 
why there should .be such a discre- 
pancy between shipping costs in 
twA directions, but the westerners 
don't think so. and they are annoy- 
ed, to put it mildly. 

Reet ef Polilical Strength 
Perhaps it is in such feelings of 
annoyance and resentment that we 
can find the root of the strength 
of such parties as the Social Credit 
in Alberta and the Cooperative 
Commonwealth Federation in Sas- 
katchewan, 

There is, however, unless ^we can 
resolve our difference, the very real 
danger of Canada speaking fedet al- 
ly in provincial blocs. This would 
mean that each province would be 
striving for its own good, not for

The Engineering Undergraduate 
Book Service was originated one 
year ago by some third year Me- 
chanical Engineering students.'

In 
the political field it is the business 
of the Christian Church to breed

Queen's JoHrnol 

Abraham Lincoln once said: "You can fool 
•ome of the people all the time, and you can 
fool all the people some of the time; but you 
can't fool all the people all the time." With 
slight moderations, and with apologies to Mr. 
Lincoln, we ahould like to substitute the word 
"please" for "fool" and apply his aphorism to 
college journalism. For trying to please all the 
students all the time is like trying to get dif« 
ferent religious sects to adopt a uniform prayer- 
book: it just can't be done. 

A basic principle of human relations, and 
one which all students of social sciences early 
encounter at point-blank ranp;e, is that no two 
persons ever agree on all subjects. In fact, ve 
are told it is this very divorsity of likes and dis- 
likes that makes such intricate affairs as politics 
tick. Without a wide divergency of opinion the 
world as we know it would not exist. It is human 
nature for all of us to disagree with each oth^r 
on some or all affairs, whether they be politieal 
or economic systems, courses to be followed in 
international relations, the most . attractive 
colour of women's hair— or what provides the 
best reading material. 

So, sociologists agree, it is m^n's inherent 
penchant for disagreeing, for arguing, that 
makes the world go round. Wthout It his life 
would be colourless, insipid. But it is not quite 
as simple as that; for, recognising this, many 
persons have been made or broken through their 
ability, or lack of it, to predict what a majority 
of the people want. The roost striking example 
of this is, of course, in politics, where groups 
of men endeavour to mould party platforms 
.which, while not rejished by anyone, 'will serve 
to unite a substantial number of supporters be- 
hind them in opposition to rival platforms which 
are even less desirable. But this co-ordinate 
of predicting and manipulating public opinion 
is net .restricted to politics; it extends te^ni«()y 
other fields as wèll. One of these is journaltim. 

In this connection the modern professional 
newspapers have a rather easy task— or at least, 
the larger ones do. The metrdpolitan daily, 
printed in a city of 50,000, 600,000, or 1,000,000, 
IS not over-coocerned with what it prints; it 
realizes it cannot satisfy everyone in the com- 
raunity, and is content if it can hold its own 
against rival publications (that this very com- 
petition compels the paper to emulate its com- 
petitors constantly, and ipso facto improve its 
contents, is obvious; but we arc not concerned 
with that here). The daily, then, is not forced 
to attempt to please everyone. 

But the college pàpèr is. No campus is large 
enough to have more than one regular news- 
paper— -ao that one publication, whether it be 
a fortnightly or a daily, must do its utmost to 
please all the students. Vox Studentir^Tht 
Voice of the Students— might well be the uni- 
versal motto for the college press. In other 
words, the college publication must constantly 
strive to satisfy all itsjeaders. That this is 
■impossible doesn't matter: the paper, according 
to most comrabn argument, is issued for the sUi- 
, tjents to reacj; and, more than any other type of 
publication, it must prove yniversally accept- 
. able. The university newspaper must be enjoy- 
ed by all— otherwise it is judged a failure. That 
is the et^pdard by which it is evaluated. Apd 
■ that, then, is why all college papers inevitably 
fall short of reeeivinf; coibpletè approval. 

Complainta reaching tifis office are, .\7è. feel 
confident, similar to thbse lodged witK^ôthèr 
university papers throughout the country, and 
probably throughout the world. One person 
complains there is too much humour printed, 
and wants more seriàus làatter; another com- 
plains there is too much serious matter, and 
wants more humour; another just complains. 
But whatever the causes, the complaints are 
always there. No matter how scarce good 
material may be, one thing which is never lack- 
ing is the perennial complaint. 

Not that we are bemoaning this condition. 
On the contrary, we regard it as a healthy sign 
—a sign our readers know what they want, and 
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hould be totally unable to gauge their desires, 
.".nd should be at a loss to know what to print. 
Complaints are a good thing— âs'Iohjf as.tt is 
generally appreciated that no man-made pro- 
duct is perject, no man-made product will ever 
be perject, and that therefore il remain» a 
physical ivipossibilily for us to satisfy every- 
one. 

We readily acknowledge our human sho'rt- 
comings. AVe are just as readily attempting 
to redress them to the best of our limited abil- 
ities. Meanwhile, we go on in our horribly 
realistic ways, trying to receive the blessing of 
all, but aware that, human nature being what 
it is, we shall remain unable to do so.

The enjoyment of any music is 
predicated on familiarity, and this 
is especially true of "serious" music 
A music lover does not necessarily 
possets musical erudUion and in 
deed the majority of the most de< 
vout listeners would be- unable to 
analyze a symphony. But all serious 
listeners, whether fully instructed 
in the intricacies of form' and tech- 
nique or not, share one character 
istic — they possess a •'listening ac- 
quaintance" with the music which 
they enjoy. This listening acquaint- 
ance means that they have heard a 
composition a sufficient number of 
times to have become thoroughly 
familiar with its principal melo- 
dies. They can anticipate the music 
as it unfolds. When deeply moved, 
they follow It tensely, almost 
breathlessly. 

It is essentially In this respect 
that music differs from the movies. 
A movie is enjoyed fuUy when it is 
witnessed for the first Ume, while 
exactly the reverse is true with 
music. A symphony can not fully 
be heard and understood the first 
hearing. Only through 'repeated 
listening does the mass of sound 
gradually teke .shape, sort Itself 
out, and assume a definite mean 

ing. ; , . 

With music, as with food, peo- 
ple's tastes differ widely. There are 
enduring standards by which all 
music may be Judged. There are 
so-called experte whose opinions 
we may consult for guidance and 
direction in our formation of 
"taste" in music. But who is to say 
Just what we must find exciUng, 
moving or satisfying? And. so there 
is actuaUy no must in musical tastes 
and xinusli^^imoods. .There.: is no 
obllgaâôirto^ like' céiiain music Just 
because it is Cesar Franck's or Bee- 
thoven's or iMCBUse it is plsyed by 
some world famous musician. But

CONCERTS 8YMJH0NIQUES 

Last lUght's Plateau Hall concert 
brought back to this city two sen- 
sational musicians; tlje first, young 
and exciting composer-conductor 
Leonard Bernstein; r-ithe second, 
perennially sensational'^pianist, Ar- 
tur Rubinstein. 

The , program opened with the 
Haydn Symphony No. 102. Mr. 
Bernstein brought out the delicate 
contraste of this work very expert- 
ly, though at times his style of con- 
ducting seemed slightly forced. 
There was some particularly fine 
playing on the part of the string 
section in this symphony. 

This was followed by the Grieg 
Piano Concerto in A minor with 
Mr. Rubinstein as soloist. Mr. Ru- 
binstein got off to a slightly weak 
start out In the secondary themes 
of the first movement brought out 
all the singing beauty of the simple 
Scandinavian melodies. The second 
movement was played with disting- 
uished' delicacy on the part of both 
piano and orchestra, and the ma- 
jestic climax at the end of this 
moven^ent was developed with deep 
feeling. The support of the orchet 
ra in the third movement was not 
all that it might have been, but it 
was in this section of the concerto 
that Mr. Rubinstein did his his 
finest playing. The finale was ex- 
ecuted with all the power and 
showmanship of which Rubinstein 
is the master. 

De Falla's "Nuits Dans les Jar 
dins D'Espagne," though a less 
familiar work than the Grieg, was 
given, a very understanding inter- 
pretation 'and the team-work ^. of 
piano and orchestra was niu^^ more 
effective than in the previous com 
position. Mr. Rubinstein played tbe 
exacUng Spanish rhythms of the 
work with all the verve that such 
music demands. - ; 

Mr. Rubinstein was called back 
by the enthusiastic applause to give 
a brilliant and exciting perform 
ance of the "Ritual Dance of Fire" 
by De Falla. 

The program concluded with 
"Caprlcdo Espagnol" by Rimsky- 
Korsakow in which Mr. Bernstein 
carried the orchestra to great 
heights with dynamic and fluid 
conducUng.»The concert will be re-

Sociological Society liears 
Lehman Discust War' 



"Hostility and Guilt" was the sub- 
. ect of an address by Dr. Lehman 
of the Verdrn Protestant Hospital 
to the Sociological Society Monday. 

Dr. Lehman considers hostility to 
be one of -the basic human drives, 
while guilt is a feeling which 
checks this drive. The suppression 
of the feeling of guilt may cause 
tension and lead to psychonetirosis, 
since it is often subconsciously re- 
tained. The speaker discussed the 
use of mental therapy in making 
the patient aware ot this subcons' 
clous stress, and directing his at 
tentions into more productive chan' 
neli. 

Also pointed out by Dr. Lehman 
was that tha fact that in group 
contacts, when the controls of cons- 
cience and intellect arc lowered, 
the accun^ulated hostility of indi' 
vlduals may be released and acts 
of violence committed.
